Fulton County Commissioner Jack Towns vesterdav chal- 
lenged his fellow Commissioners to resign and go to the 
people with him in an election to determine whether the 
public believes his investigation into the County Tax Asses- 


sors’ office was justified. 

In the offer, Towns proposed to 
resign and run against any one 
Commissioner who would take the 
same step. Or, he said, he would 
run as a member of a slate of busi- 
ness men against all other mem- 
bers of the board who would re- 
sign. 

Towns’ challenge came on the 
heels of a “full confidence” vote 
the Commissioners gave the tax as- 
sessors’ office Monday over Towns’ 
lone dissenting vote. 

Towns, praising the integrity of 
the employees in the tax assessors’ 
office whom he said obtained in- 
formation that furnished the basis 
for his investigation, yesterday re- 
peated his charge of discrimination 
in the functioning of the office. 

“Let the people decide if the in- 
vestigation was justified,” Towns 
commented. “If the other Com- 
‘missioners will resign, I will re- 
sign and we'll go before the people 
and air the matter. 

“Then we can go back before the 
people in an election. I will run 


against any one of the Commis- 
sioners. 

“That will give the people an 
opportunity to decide if I was 
within my rights in carrying out a 
campaign promise I made to inves- 
tigate any discrimination in coun. 
ty offices. 

“I want the people to know that 
to the best of my ability I con- 
ducted the investigation without 
political or revenge motives but 
did so for the interest of the 
people. 

“I am willing to furnish copies

He had been ill and without 
practice for two weeks and it was so damp before the game that 
he couldn’t limber up his muscles and get relaxed. 

And yet he had to go into a World Series game before 42,000 fans 
in a hostile city and pitch. That demanded calmness and he had 


his own way of securing it. 


WHEN THINGS GOT TENSE, as they did quite often, he simply 
took off his glasses and wiped them painstakingly, while 42,000 
people watched expectantly and the batter at the plate fidgeted. 
Then he put on his glasses and began pitching and one by one the 
Cubs struck out. 

There’s calmness for you! Some wag remarked that all of the 
Chicago Cubs would wear spectacles the next season. 

Following is a simple “prescription” which I, and hundreds who 
have tried it, have found to be very effective. 

First of all, relax the body. To de this allow your head 
to fall back against the head rest of your chair. Let it drop 
back easily, not in any sense rigid but as theugh the head 
were falling off your shoulders. Then stretch out your feet 
as far as possible and push your tees beyond that, as far as 
you can extend them. 

Raise the arms and let them fall limply and naturally by the 
side. Allow your hand to fall upon your knee, like a wet leaf on a 
log. What is more relaxed than a wet leaf on a log!

SIT LOOSELY IN THE CHAIR with every muscle relaxed, 
allowing the chair to bear the full weight of the body so that if the 
chair were removed the body would fall inertly to the floor. 

After the body has been relaxed, relax the mind. We have a 
marvelous gift we call imagination. By imagination one may trans 
port himself hundreds of miles over mountain and sea and return

in the fraction of an instant. It is the true magic carpet. By it you 
can take a vacation trip without paying for a ticket or moving from 


your own home. 
Imagine that you are, for example, in the North Woods, peace-

fully sitting with your back to a tree. The atmosphere is 

All is quiet, save the natural 
sounds of the forest. Before you is a lake, its blue waters unruffled, 
except for the occasional leap of a fish. Looking through the trees 
you can see in the far distance great mountains, lost in a mystic haze 
of blue. shouldering out the sky.

The third and final element in this process of relaxation is the 
relaxation of the soul. The-method is simple. Relax the soul by the 
exercise of spiritual thinking. Fix the mind on God. 


Think of God in whatever terms He is most understandable 
to you. People have many differing conceptions of God. When 
the name of God is spoken different minds instantly form vary- 
ing pictures. But think o. God in terms of His kindliness, His 
watchful care, His compassion and understanding. 

In relaxing the soul, say to yourself werds from the 
Scriptures which express peace and God’s care. Among them 
use this verse from Isaiah: “Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on Thee.” 3 


Repeat quietly to yourself other healing passages: “Peace I give 
unto you: not as the world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid.” And again, “Come unio 
Me, all ye that labor and are heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” 

This process is not intended merely to induce sleep, but is a 
formula that may be employed in the busiest part of the most active 
day. Nor is it escape from active responsibility. It increase the 
capacity for active work. Power is derived from quietness. 

Practice will reduce the time needed for this exercise; until it 
will require only a moment. By such technique, modified or ex- 
panded to suit your own personality, you may find complete relaxa- 
tion and learn to live without tension.

Georgia 
now is listed with 193,449 elec- 
trified farms. 

Of 250,544 farms in Georgia 
on Jan. 1, 1935, only 6.956 had 
electricity. In 1945, there were 
225.544 farms in the State and 
76,031 were electrified. 

The compilations, »y the 
Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration, showed an increase 
of 186,493 electrified farms be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1935, and 
June 30.

WASHINGTON— (/) —Coffee 

drinkers were given a word of re- 
assurance by the Agriculture De- 
partment vesterday: there is no 
threat of an acute shortage of 
coffee. 
The department took note of 
avy buying and recent boosts in 
some ‘areas, arsing from fears that 
reduced coffee production this 
year might bring a shortage. 

But the Department said: 

“Current stocks in the United 
States, together with supplies 
available in producing areas, 
should prevent acute shortages at 
consumer outlets in the immediate 
future. 

“The supplies for the next sev- 
eral vears—though short and like- 
ly relatively high priced—should 
be fairly close to requiréments.”

Mr. Truman Wins a Victory 


Now and then we wonder where the 
people stay who like Mr. Truman's Fair 
Deal. 

They never speak up. One hears no 
word in behalf of it. The air is filled 
with opposition to it. 

But on election day—that’s different. 


The New York State election resulted 
in a smashing victory for the Truman 
policy. It was the chief issue. Former 
Gov. Herbert H. Lehman was elected 
Senator by a substantial majority and 
the Democratic Party also gained percent- 
agewise in upstate New York over 1946. 

Those who know Senator-Elect Leh- 
man know that while he was elected on 
the issue of the Fair Deal, he has his own 
mind. He was a strong Roosevelt sup- 
porter, yet opposed some of the meas- 
ures proposed by the Squire of Hyde 
Park, the Supreme Court “packing” bill 
being one from which he dissented, 

Nevertheless, he is committed to the 
Fair Deal, and in California a Democratic 
Congressman was elected who also sup- 
ports it. 

California, incidentally, defeated the 
costly and extravagant $100 pension for 
everybody, and that, from the eccentric,

crowded State of the West, where un- 
employment is large, indicates that, as 
Jefferson said, the nation somehow keeps 
its common sense. Had California adopt- 
ed the plan it would have spread and no 
State, nor the nation, could have paid it. 

Mr. Truman’s critics say that he prom- 
ises to spend and spend and spend—and 
give and give and give—and that of 
course he gets elected. 

There is a certain validity to that 
charge. 

The world trend is unmistakable. It 
is toward more and more “services.” 
Without the huge costs of war prepara- 
tion and the contingent commitments to 
Europe we could handle it, since we have 
more jobs and more income than ever 
before. 

But there is real concern that we find 
a formula which will keep the dam from 
breaking and which will assure no rush 
into greater Federal expenditures. And 
that formula isn’t in sight. 

That’s what worries us. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Truman has scored a 
victory. The next Congress will be less 
likely to oppose him. And the tumbling 
noise we hear is the sound of distant Su- 
preme Court decisions. 


Will Truman Be a Candidate in ‘52? 


WASHINGTON—President Truman this week is celebrating the end of his first year in office 
It was just a year ago that he returned to Washington after the great drama of 


under his own right. 
the 1948 election had been unfolded. 

Few people had expected him to win. When 
he came back, no longer merely the political heir 
of his predecessor but President in his own right, 
a group of those who had so loudly predicted his 
defeat wanted to give him a dinner at which the 
false prophets would be permitted to “eat crow.” 
Mr. Truman would have none of this, not wishing 
to gloat over his election. Instead he was given 


an affectionate welcome from 750,000 persons, 
one of the greatest outpourings seen at the na- 
tional capital in years. 

It is interesting to consider how he is standing 
up under the strain of his office, now that an- 
other year has passed. 


Those who are closely associated with him 
observe that about the only outward change 
that has taken place is his hair is a little 
grayer. His doctors say he still has an 
abundance of what, in lieu of a better word, 
may be called “bounce.” That is to say, he 
moves about with an energy that belies his 
65 years. He customarily arrives at his office 
at an hour before most people have had their 
breakfast, and when he sets out on one of 
his usual constitutionals newspaper men of 
much younger years have difficulty keeping 


up with him. 


If anything, Mr. Truman is perhaps a bit 
more cocky now than he appeared to be when he 
first moved into the White House after the death 
of President Roosevelt in 1945. But then he has 
a right to be. He won an election in which all 
of the odds were stacked against him, and he 
carried with it Democratic control of both houses 
of Congress — upsetting Republican majorities 
that had been returned two years before. It was 
enough to give a man more confidence in himself. 

As to .how Mr. Truman now stands with the 
country, competent observers feel that he is 
stronger today than he was a year ago when he 
won his notable victory. This opinion is echoed 
by a veteran political scout, Victor Hunt Harding, 

tary and Director of the Democratic Con- 
nn Campaign Committee, who has just 
turned from a 9,000-mile auto trip through 28 
States. 
* Harding reports the following: “The situation 
im the country reminded me of the best days of 
t Coolidge. Nobody seemed to be mad 
at anybody. More people were working than 
ever worked before in peace time. It was alto- 
gether different from the days of President. Roose- 
velt. People either worshiped Roosevelt as a god 
or looked on him as a sort of political devi). 
They seem to feel closer to Mr. Truman, regard- 
ing him as a man who‘came up the hard way 


* 


and as the kind of fellow they would like to have 
living in their own block.” 

Quite naturally, with things running as well as 
they are for the President, there is a bit of specu- 
lation as to his future political plans. Will he 
offer for a third term, which amounts to a second 
elective term? No one can give the answer but 
the President himself, but the evidence is on the 
negative side. - 

First, there is the matter of age. By 1952, 
when his present term expires, he_will be 68. 
This means th:+ he would be 72 by the end of a 
third term. 

Then again, there is the statement by one of 
the President's secrefaries on his way back to 
Washington from Missouri after the elections of 
last year. It was to the effect that Mr. Truman 
very definitely would not seek a third term. 
There was a reminder about the President’s age. 

A few months ago Mr. Truman received a 
group of teen-age schoolgirls who were exploring 
the possibility of getting an appointment five 
years later after coming of age. He told them 
he could not make any appointments five years 
from now because “that is a year or two beyond 
the time when my term will expire.” Later at a 
White House press conference some of the news- 
papermen remarked to the President that he had 
not sounded very much like a candidate for re- 
election. Well, Mr. Truman said, that was the 
implication he had intended. 

There have been other instances in a similar 
vein, although every President keeps up a certain 
illusion of a live candidacy for re-election in order 
to maintain his hold over Congress. At the 
moment the main body of informed opinion is 
that he has no intention of seeking another term.

At about the time the voters in New York State were voting 
on the issue of the Fair Deal, so clearly and insistently drawn by 
the Republican and Democratic candidates, Morris Abram was 
making a talk in our town to the League of Lady Voters. 


He “chided,” according to the report of his talk, “the con- 
servatives : in the Senate and House who attack ‘welfarism’ and 
‘statism, while voting crop subsidies, telephone subsidies for rural 
supporters, minimum pay increases, long-range public housing, and 
sO on. 

He is not against those things. 


_He was merely putting a finger on what is wrong with public 
thinking and especially what is wrong with the Republican Party 


and the conservative approach. 

Votes On the same day he spoke, the voters of New York State 
were giving an overwhelming victory to the candidates 

running under the Fair Deal banner. 


Make no mistake about it—the victory was significant. 


For the sake of argument, New York City may be excluded, 
although even there it is well to dig beneath the surface. Former 
Gov. Lehman lost some of the normal Democratic votes because 
of his public support of Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, a loss esti- 
mated at 250,000 votes, yet he ran ahead of a very popular and able 
Mayor, William O’Dwyer, who also was re-elected. 


It was a State-wide sweep for the Fair Deal in an election in 
which the party speakers and workers had made it plain that 
Truman and the Truman policy was the issue. The nation is 
fortunate in getting Gov. Lehman, who is a more able and inde- 
pendent man than his opponent. 


But, in New York, one turns automatically to “up- 

Upstate State,” once the Republican stronghold. r ‘ 
In upstate New York the Demuvocratic victory was even more 
astonishing. The party elected mayors in the Republican strong- 
holds of Syracuse and Binghamton “for the first time in decades.” 


; I dislike to belabor a subject, but this upstate trend, or change, 
illustrates what is happening all over the nation. The cities are 
growing and they are becoming industrialized and they are not, and 
will not again be, conservative in the accepted meaning of the 
word. It is not a question of liking it or not liking it; or whether 
or not it ought to be. It is. It must be faced. 


Paradox The Republican leadership in New York, which re- 

flected the national leadership, was talking against 
welfare measures to the upstate potato growers who had received 
millions in Federal “welfare” funds for support of potato prices. 
The upstate producers of pork were watching the prices fall and 
thanking God for the fact the Government would support the pork 
prices if they fell any lower, while the Republican leadership, 
which had voted for those support prices, was denouncing them and 
——s that this was wrong and a part of the evils of the “welfare 
state.” 

The plain truth is, the Republican Party is so paradoxically 
involved that it no longer makes any sense, as the election re- 
vealed. A party which has helped create Federal spending can’t 
denounce it as wrong and ask for votes against it. 

The Democrats gained the most votes in the cities but they also 
gained over 1946 in the rural regions. 


Again, it must be said, that we are already an urban nation. 
We are not becoming one. We are one. The process is very much 
In evidence in the South, though it is not as marked as in the great 
industrial States. But already we see that in most of our rural 
counties the sturdy, conservative yeoman type is about gone. What 
remains is a tightly held courthouse crowd in control. It is willing 
to be conservative or liberal—anything which will get the votes. 


Dewey The vote in New York was a severe blow to Gov. 
. Dewey. His position, too, reveals the paradox of the 
Republican position. Dewey has his own welfare program, includ- 
ing about everything Truman has advanced in his “Fair Deal.” 
The State of New York has so-called “statism” to a degree found 
in no other State. Yet, here was Dewey’s man running on an 
antiwelfare State program and against “statism.” 

The New York election proved once more that you can’t beat 
something with nothing. 

It certainly indicates the trend in industrial States. It would 
seem to indicate the farmers, too, still believe the Republicans 
mean to destroy support prices if they ever get in office. 

_To that extent it is, then, a national trend and the political 
skies are fairer for the Fair Deal. A lot of Congressmen are ready- 
ing themselves for a change of mind when January rolls around 
and the gavel falls on the next congressional session.

The Problems at Paris 


WASHINGTON—If the cabled exchanges which led up to the 
current Paris meeting of the American, British and French foreign 
ministers were published, they would reveal two deeply significant 
facts. The first is that British Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin takes 
an extraordinarily serious view of what is happening in Germany. 


The second fact is that Secretary of State Dean Acheson has 
now made the project for continental economic union, first put for- 
ward by ECA Chief Paul Hoffman, the number one objective of 
American foreign policy. Taken together, these two facts explain 
what the conference is all about. 


Germany The tone of Bevin’s cable to Acheson and French 

Foreign Minister Robert Schuman, proposing the con- 
ference, is remarkably somber. He stated flatly that the moral 
authority of the Allies in Germany was being rapidly destroyed. 
And he went on to say: “We cannot afford to wait until our whole 
dismantling policy collapses about our ears and the Western Powers 
are publicly humiliated in front of the Germans.” 


Bevin called on his American and French opposite numbers to 
face and deal with this deteriorating situation before it got com- 
pletely out of hand. As an interim measure, he proposed that the 
dismantling program be suspended almost entirely, until a rational 
substitute program could be worked out with the West German 
Government of Dr. Konrad Adenauer. But in his cable Bevin made 
it clear that he considers dismantling of German plants only the 
most immediate German issue to be faced. 


Bevin called for a review of all the basic issues of Allied policy 
in Germany—a peace treaty for Western Germany, German partici- 
pation in the international control of the Ruhr, the relation between 
Western Germany’s economy and the rest of the continent’s, and so 
on. In short, what Bevin has proposed is a root-and-branch recast- 
ing of Western policy in Germany. 


Union This is going pretty far. But Acheson undoubtedly in- 

tends to go even further, as a message which he sent to 
Bevin shortly before he left for Paris suggests. Acheson intends 
to discuss not only the future of Germany, but the future of Western 
Europe. For in his message to Bevin, Acheson put the greatest 
possible emphasis on continental economic union. He told Bevin 
that the American Government believed it absolutely essential that 
the economies of the Western European continental nations be 
meshed into each other. 

He went ‘on to say that he fully understood that the economy 
of Britain itself could not be integrated into that of the continent. 
This important statement by Acheson reflects a major American 
policy decision, first reported in this space—that for all sorts of 
reasons British participation in a European economic union is im- 
practical. 

However, Acheson informed his British opposite number, he 
was disturbed by the apparently negative attitude which the Brit- 
ish were taking to the continental union project. This attitude, he 
implied, was undermining the whole project. Active British lead- 
ership and support for the project was essential to its success. 


Issues This two-way exchange indicates the major issues with 

which the three foreign ministers must come to grips in 
Paris. The British and Americans are agreed that some way must 
be found to strengthen the West German regime against the chal- 
lenge of the Soviet Union’s East German puppet state. Yet the 
French (although Schuman himself does not categorically oppose 
an end to dismantling) deeply fear a revival of Germany. 

The Americans propose both to restore the economy of Western 
Europe and to meet these French fears by promoting an economic 
union of the continent. This union would consist at first of Italy, 
France and the Benelux countries. But ultimately Western Ger- 
many would be brought in as an integral part of the union, thus 
becoming part of a larger whole. 

The French favor the union idea, and indeed have been its 
principal continental sponsors. But the French fear that a union 
including Germany but excluding Britain would be dominated in 
the end by Germany. As for the British, they want no part of the 
union for themselves, and furthermore most of the British policy- 
makers privately consider the whole idea, to put it mildly, “un- 


Thus a kind of circular impasse between the three major West- 
ern nations has come into being. It is this impasse which is occu- 
pying Acheson, Bevin and Schuman in Paris. Certainly it will not 
be broken in a mere two or three days. But at least the fact of 
the widening breach between the three allies is being faced and the 
attempt to deal with it has begun.

Gratuities To Ex-Prisoners 


Editor Constitution: I have noted in reading 
your editorial of Nov. 6, entitled, ‘Georgia's 
Penal Problem,” that you make the following 
statement: 

“Prisoners who serve out their sentences and 
go back to society as ex-convicts present another 
repeater problem. With only the $10 which the 
State gives upon release in their pockets they 
must find jobs quickly. It is difficult for a for- 
mer prisoner to get a job. Even if he is deter. 
mined to go straight the odds are against him. 
More often than not he is forced back into crime 
simply because he is unable to get an honest job. 
Nor is Georgia alone in turning ex-convicts back 
on society in this manner. The Federal Govern- 
ment does likewise.” 

For many years we were authorized to grant 
a maximum of $20 gratuity to a released prisoner; 
however, on July 1, 1943, this was amended, in- 
creasing the maximum amount to $30. Of 67 
recently released to communities and turnished 
transportation, together with a complete outfit of 
clothing, they received an average of $68.50, 
The reason for this amount is the fact that a num- 
ber of our mien are assigned to paying jobs in 
our industries and save a portion of their earnings 
for release purposes, or, 1n especially outstanding 
cases of adjustment, they receive meritorious 
compensation, not to exceed $15 per month. Their 
earnings and meritorious compensation are used 
to establish themselves following their release. 
Those who do not have an opportunity to be 
assigned to a paying job are granted gratuity in 
excess of $10, if their circumstances merit it. 

In 1940 the Federal Bureau of Prisons estab- 
lished the Employment Placement Service to assist 
inmates in obtaining employment on release. This 
service has been maintained since that time. Em- 
ployment Placement uffices are geographically lo- 
cated, one of these in Atlanta, to render this 
service to men being released from any Federal 
penal institution.

Father to Son: 
I Heard Kreisler’ 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


The King of Violinists is to 

Atlanta this week. Fritz Kreisler, the 

craggy, old monarch who would look as well 
crouched in a duck blind, will be here with his fiddle and 
many a remembering parent will groom his young to see 
the great man on what may be his last tour of America. 

Like the fiery Paderewski, who enchanted Atlanta most in 

gentler twilight years with his failing gift and his mystical 
presence, Fritz Kreisler is a virile legend, bound up in the snatches 
of bright memory from the dimming past of many a Georgian. 

Little daughters and granddaughters will be in the audience 
Friday night, their skirts bouncing like ballet dolls, their hands 
neatly gloved in white, and their round-foed slippers glimmering 
with polish; male offspring will be there, hair plastered down, 
faintly bored and secretly ex already rebellious of en- 
forced culture; and there will be a few ragamuffins in the galleries, 
youngsters who have scrounged pennies for a cheap seat, and if 
history repeats itself, some of them will trail the old violinist to 
his room when the concert has ended, rout him out in his long 
white nightshirt, and commandeer his ph. 

Kreisler would be disappointed if it were not so. He must 
have learned through the years that his breath-taking, exotic flavor, 
bound up in the brief little melodies he himself composed, sets 
the tastes of the young on edge for violin tones forever. 

For what Kreisler may have always lacked in cold tech- 
nique he has made up with his golden touch. ,No man te 
stand aloof and precise, executing the netes of ers to per- 
fection, Fritz Kreisier is a human part of his instrument, 
strong, rich, full-bodied beyond the craftsmanship of a 
Stradivarius or a Paganini. 

There will be a book written about Kreisler soon, if there has 
not been one already. As Edward Arlington Robinson says it, 
“He is a man of many promises, with deeds enough alréady to 
warrant them.” 

He was a doctor in Austria during World War I, turning to 
medicine after his too early debut failed with the critics. 

In 1919, when the war had ended, he came to Chicago, limped 
across the stage of the auditorium, still suffering from a wound, 
and captured the hearts of his erstwhile enemies. It. was an amaz- 
a performance, complimenting both the musician and his lis- 

ners. 

The Austrian soon developed his particular forte in the con- 
cert world ... the melting, gypsyish little songs that were almost 
ballads, with the shadows of Hungary and Vienna in their moods. 
No one has ever done them as well as Kreisler, mainly because 
he himself composed most of them. This fact he concealed for a 
long time, crediting the tunes to obscure third-rate composers, lost in 
archives, saying that he had only arranged them for violin. It 
was years before he admitted he had authored them. 

“I did not want to push myself too much,” he explained. 
Kreisler is a facile pianist. Henry Sopkin, maestro of the At- 

lanta Symphony, remembers a concert when a young violinist 
named David Hockstein was playing in New York and he ran 
out of encores his accompanist could manage. Laughingly, he 
offered to play more if someone from the audience would play
